THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 
As professional engineers we have definite responsi- 


bilities to ourselves, to our organization, to our profes- 
sion, to society. Currently it appears that some of our 
chapters and many of us as individuals are not aay 
discharging these responsibilities. 

As of June 1 our chapters had been charged with the 
10 specific duties listed below. Some of these duties 
could be discharged by the executive committees; others 
require concerted chapter action directed by various 
committees. Check and see how high your chapter scores 
on the test. 

1. Canvass chapter members and report to our Na- 
tional Director before June 7 their opinions concerning 
‘Statement of Principles Regarding Collective Bargain- 
ing’’ proposed by National Society committee. (See 
N.S.P.E. Memorandum sent to chapters about May 5.) 

2. Submit to State President before June 7 names of 
men attending the National Convention in Boston, who 
would be eligible for appointment as State Delegates. 
(See Minutes of Board of Direction Meeting, May 20.) 

3. Submit by June 10 names of men to be considered 
by State President for appointment on committee to 
prepare recodification of State drainage laws. (See 
minutes of Board meeting, May 20.) 

4. Submit promptly names of men to be considered 
for recommendation for appointment to Examining 
Committees of Registration Boards for (a) Professional 
Engineers and (b) Structural Engineers. (See minutes 
of Board meeting, May 20.) 

5. Compile immediately list of engineers in chapter 
area, who are qualified and competent to design and 
supervise construction of recreational lake projects. 
(See State President’s April 27 letter to chapter 
presidents. ) 

6. Consider retaining in any national labor law pro- 
visions protecting professionalism of engineers, and con- 
tact local Congressmen and U. 8. Senators about it. 
(See N.S.P.E. memorandum of April 26, 1950, sent to 
chapter presidents and secretaries. ) 

7. Make personal acquaintance of all State Legis- 
lators and State Senators, or candidates for these offices, 
within the respective chapter areas of responsibility, 
and thereby lay groundwork for future contacts when 
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and as needed. (See summary of duties of Legislative 
Analyzing Committees. ) 

8. Consider Ambraw Chapter’s proposal that our 
Society offer its services to assist in Judging the feasi- 
bility of projects for which applications for advance 
planning funds are filed. (See minutes of Board meet- 
ing, May 20.) 

Have at least one meeting of the chapter to discuss 
material in Chapter Handbook. 

10. Review the National Society’s Legislative Bul- 
letins regularly in chapter meetings. 

Here’s hoping that every chapter can score itself 100 
per cent on the above test! 

Incidentally, the generous hospitality and gracious 
reception accorded the President and Assistant Secre- 
tary by the Ambraw and Rockford chapters at their 
May meeting is gratefully acknowledged.
